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Milk Production 
increases; Dairy 
Farms Decrease 


Maryland has had a reduction 
of 131 farms shipping milk with- 
in Federal Order Four since th 
Dairy Termination Program 
vbevan on April 1, 1986, accord 
ng to University of Marviand 
Dairy Specialist John W 
Wysong. Actual numbers drop 
ped from 1,366 to 1,235 farms 
during the past 12-month 
period. A total of 115 dairy 
farms were accepted into the 
buyout program from 230 
farmers who submitted bids 
All bids of $22.50, or $4.50 per 
year for five years, were 
accepted by the state and fed- 
eral ASCS units. The reduction 
of nearly 10 percent in farms 
shipping milk was accompanied 
by a drop of only 5.5 percent in 
Marviand milk output 

All states except Penn 
vivania, showed declines in 
farms shipping milk and total 
milk production from a year 
zo. Pennsyivania had an in- 
crease of 19 farms and showed 
an expansion of over 19.2 mil 
lion pounds of milk in March 
1987 compared with March 1986 
The Order F our totals showed a 
‘mall increase in milk output 
even though there was a net de 
crease of 209 farms 

Virginia, West Virginia, New 
Jersey and Delaware showed 
declines in farm numbers of 45, 
23, 18, and 11 respectively com- 
pared with 131 farms in Mary- 
land. Pennsylvania now 
accounts for over two-thirds of 
the farms shipping milk in 
Federal Order Four with a total 
of 4,484 farms in March 1987 

Pennsylvania and Maryland 
have been the largest contribu- 
tors to Order Four milk produc- 
tion since it was organized in 
the late 1960s. Some former 
laryland producers have 
shifted milk production either 
to farms in Pennsylvania or in 
Virginia. Better employment 
and income generation oppor- 
tunities have been more avail 
able to displaced dairy farmers 
in Maryland than in the other 
nearby states included in Fed- 
eral Order Four, said Wysong 

Nationally, milk cow num- 
bers were down nearly Six per- 
cent in January-March 1987 
‘ompared with the same period 
in 1986. The period from April 
through September will con- 
clude the 1985 buyout program 
and cattle slaughter program 
The next few months will indl- 
cate the extent to which the 
national buyout program can be 
considered a success nation- 
ally, in the Northeast, in Order 
Four, and in Maryland

the gypsy mot, 

While the P 7 un por- 
tion of the propy nas been 
dropped, the’ Associated Press 
report stated that Donald EF 
MacLauchlan, director of the 
Maryland Forest, Parks and 
Wildlife Service, said that the 
department will go ahead 
cautiously with a cutting pro- 
gram 

MacLauchlan noted that the 
cutting and tumber sales in the 
Puzzley Run area was not for 
the purpose of gypsy moth con- 
trol, but was proposed because 
of the age of the forest and 
severe damage caused by ice 
storms 

He also noted that the black 
cherry trees in that area are dy- 
ing out and being replaced by 
maples and other species. He 
said the cutting along Puzzley 
Kun would restore the black 
cherry growth 

In Groves’ Puzziey Kun pro 
posal, he estimated that $15,000 
worth of timber lying on the 
ground because of the ice 
storms has already been lost 
and that another $33,000 worth 
will be lost unless harvesting 
begins within the next year. His

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Plumber’s Nightmare... 


The Garrett nty Board of Commissioners 
recently recel\ urprise from the 
Attorney's General's office involving the plumbing 
trade in Garrett County and now the state once again 
has the county, and bably many local plumbers, 
over a real barre! 

It seems that over 60 years ago a plumbing code 
became part of state law which requires a 
designation of master plumber before an individual 
or business in ieerally provide pi mmbing services It 
ust last month that only Allegany and 
Garrett are enforcing this code, 
primarily because local voverrmment did not even 
realize it existed. While many local individuals and 
businesses do plumbing, only a couple of them have 
the master plumber license 

Apparently, union plumbers in Allegany County 
recently made waves about the lack of enforcement 
of the code there and then someone in Allegany 
County tipped off the state about the lack of 
enforcement in Garrett County. Now the state is 
insisting that enforced by county 
government, or tate will move in and do it at 
local expense 

If the code is enforced to the letter, there are 
going to be many local persons and businesses, some 
who have provided excellent plumbing services for 
many years, who will be forced to cease their 
profession permanently. To become a master 
plumber, one must serve a five-year apprenticeship 
under a present master plumber, a requirement that 
would be almost impossible to fulfill by most 
plumbers in Garrett County 

The state has suggested that the county create a 
special licensing examunation, which if passed 
would provide a _ limited allowing local 
plumbers to practice just in Garrett County and, 
perhaps, in Allegany County. Unfortunately, the 
local test would first have to be approved by the 
state and the present state master plumber exam 
has a 60 percent failure rate. We believe many 
excellent plumbers would be forced out of the 
business simply because they cannot perform well 
on tests 

Enforcement of the which also requires

We also wonder! st how far this code will be 
enforced, | | prohibits private 
homeownet! m doing own major plumbing 
installation and repairs. Even installing a new water 
line for a washing machine, for example, is against 
the law, unless it is performed by a master plumber 
It makes no difference that the house, the piping, 
and the washing machine are all private property. 

One fine! consideration is that there are some 
master plumbers around who were 
‘grandfathered’ into the system many years ago 
and whose competency is questionable at best (we 
are not referring to the few master plumbers in 
Garrett County Where is the test for their 
competency in the ever-changing plumbing 
technology”

Rockwell's original painting 
of ‘The Country Doctor” is now 
on display at the Norman 
Rockwell Museum in Stock- 
bridge, Mass. The original, 
which measures approximately 
15 feet high by 20 feet wide, is 
now valued at $220,000. Larry 
Brush explained that Rockwell 
always made a charcoal draw- 
ing of his subject before he 
began a painting, and that those 
charcoals still in existence are 
worth quite a lot of money 
However, he explained that 
unless the subject of the paint- 
ing asked the artist for the char- 
coal as a keepsake, Rockwell 
just discarded it because to him 
it was only a tool he used to 
develop the finished painting

Little more than 30 years ago 
scientists for the first 
time, naming this chemical 
deoxyribonucleic acid and 
seeing its physical nature and 
biological importance They 
found DNA to be a complicated 
spiral contained in plant and 
animal! chromosomes with the 
monumental task of dictating 
the particular characteristics of 
every cell 

Called a DNA synthesizer, or 
“gene machine,” the apparatus 
looks something like an office 
copier. But, inside it mixes 
chemicals from small, brown 
vials in any form researchers 
need. They simply program the 
synthesizer for the chemical 
order needed, and into a tiny 
reservoir drips tailor-made 
DNA 

Researchers at the Medical 
Center use the gene machine to 
do experiments in the rapidly 
expanding science of molecular 
biology. “‘In this area I think 
we're going to be very compet.- 
tive,” said Kent Vrana, the new 
director of the recombinant 
DNA core facility and professor 
of biochemistry. “Right now,

‘The first wave was 15 years, 
and I'd say the second wave will 
probably be another 15 years 
characterized by work to under- 
stand how genes function,” 
Vrana said. “The third wave 
will probably involve gene- 
replacement therapy in a big 
way. In other words, once we 
understand how genes work, we 
may be able to modify and cor- 
rect the diseased 
states 

Neurohormonal activity is 
one area of Vrana’s research 
Using a synthesized gene for a 
sumple hormone, he is investi- 
gating whether the hormone is 
functional if it will perform 
as the naturally occurring hor- 
mone 

The synthesized hormone will 
be compared to hormones in rat 
or sheep brains. ‘If they match, 
it opens a whole of 
experiments in which we can 
alter the synthetic gene to see 
how that changes the way it 
works. This allows us to ask 
very specific questions about 
what this hormone needs to 
function correctly in the body,” 
Vrana said 

Clinical applications of this 
research would involve 
diseases in which either too 
much or too little of the hor- 
mone is present. By substitut- 
ing the synthetic hormone, 
subtly changed to alter its effect 
on the perhaps, 
Vrana, some diseases could be 
cured or controlled

Lightning Is Top 
HW eather Hlazard 


In l nited States 


The Maryland Agricultura! 
Statistics Service states that of 
all weather hazards, lightning 
is the greatest killer. It kills 
more people in the United 
States than tornadoes, floods 
and hurricanes. During a 
$4-vear study period, 1940-1973, 
lightning was the cause of the 
deaths of nearly 7,000 Ameri- 
Cans 

During the same period about 
6,300 were killed by hurricanes 
and tornadoes combined. Light 
ning does not make the news 
headlines as it affects a small 
area and takes itS victims 
venerally one to two at a time 

In Marvland, 99 persons were 
Killed by lghtning during the 
vears 1959-1980. This included 
the deaths of 81 persons in an 
airplane disaster, which was 
attributed to a lightning strike 

So far this year, four persons 
were killed by lightning in 
Maryland and as many as 16 
injured. Those killed included 
the following: an inmate of a 
Hagerstown institution while 
walking: one death and 13 in- 
jured when a chapel at Leakin 
Park was struck, and two 
deaths at Baltimore when the 
roof of the home in which they 
were living collapsed following 
a lightning strike. [It should be 
noted that manv who have been 
struck by lightning owe their 
lives to prompt first aid, the 
Statistic Service reported 

In 1967 FH. Zegal, ina article 
in Weatherwise’ entitled 
‘Lightning Deaths in The 
United States,” described the 
results of a seven-vear survey 
from 1959-1965 and noted the fol- 
lowing useful generalizations 

1. Seventy percent of all light- 
ning deaths were single events 
defined as a single death due to 
a single discharge; nearly 19 
percent occur in groups of two 

2. Seventy percent of all fatal 
ities and Injuries occurred in 
the afternoon, 20 percent be- 
tween 6 p.m. and muid-night, 10 
percent between 6 a.m. and 
noon and about one percent be- 
tween midnight and 6 a.m 

3. Five important categories 
in which casualties occurred 
were 

a. “Under trees’ was the 
most dangerous category 

b. “Open water’ included 
casualties among people swim- 
ming and being near or on 
heaches niere leveee = «rnall

c. ‘‘Tractors’’ included 
people on, in or near farm

4 special subcommittee of the 
Maryland Ag Commission held 
a public forum on July 8 to re- 
input on the proposed 
restructuring of the University 
of Maryland College of Agri- 
culture. The forum was called 
for by Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Wayne Cawley Jr., 
and was conducted by subcom- 
mittee chairman Drew Stabler 
and subcommittee members 
Alan Brauer, Simpson 
Dunahoo, Paul Twining and 
David Weitzer. According to 
Brauer, testimony was 
presented by between 16 to 20 
people, most representing the 
ag industry, two or three from 
the University, and two or three 
individuals 

Major problems addressed at 
the forum were decreasing 
enrollments at the College of 
Agriculture and the continuing 
loss of financial support. A draft 
plan to answer these problems 
by restructuring the under- 
graduate program on a base of 
science and technology has 
been issued by Dr. Ray Miller, 
University of Maryland's vice 
president for agricultural 
affairs and dean of the College 
of Agriculture 

Miller's plan attempts to 
address major cross-cutting 
issues by pulling some depart- 
ments together, and intro- 
ducing instruction in areas such 
as natural resources, water 
quality, food and nutrition, 
marketing and public policy 
The cost of this upgrading 
would be de-emphasizing 
production agriculture in the 
curriculum — a point which has 
caused much comment and 
contention in the ag community 
and at the public forum 

Subcommittee member 
Brauer said that three-fourths 
of the people at the forum took 
issue to de-emphasizing produc- 
tion agriculture. ‘They felt that 
no matter what you did after 
college, whether it be in the ag 
industry, an ag teacher, or in

Extension, you needed to know 
how food and fiber are pro 
duced,’’ related Brauer 
“Everyone has his own defin- 
tion of production agriculture,’ 
he said. “Some include the 
whole gamut of research, such 
as the genetic production of 
better seed, while others only 
include the man who shovels 
manure.” 

According to Dr. Miller, 
production agriculture, when it 
began, related directly to deal- 
ing with farm and ranch prob- 
lems, not marketing, process- 
ing, research, etc. ‘‘Some 
people now are including all of 
that, even biotechnology,’’ he 
said. ‘‘A large proportion of the 
program now deals with a 
variety of production, not 
marketing and developing,"’ he 
added. 

Enrollment was one concern 
of Timothy Warman, agri- 
cultural resources coordinator 
for the Montgomery County 
Office of Economic Develop- 
ment, who testified at the 
forum. “I feel the distinction 
must be made between rebuild- 
ing the College of Agriculture 
and simply adopting a strategy 
to attract students,”’ he said. ‘‘If 
we produce a quality product, 
students will flock to it. If we 
tack gimmicks on an old model, 
then, as we know, people will 
buy Japanese cars.”’ 

Warman felt that Miller's 
muitidisciplinary approach was 
vital. “Agricultural scientists 
and farmers, now and in the 
future, must recognize that 
agriculture is no longer just on 
the farm and in the field. It is 
also in the test tube, and the test 
tubes are primarily in the 
chemistry, microbiology, 
botany and zoology depart- 
ments."’ Warman’s concern 
was that Miller's approach is 
too far towards the wrong goal 
“The goal must not be away 
from the traditional emphasis 
on production farming, but 
back toward it,"’ he said. 

Gerald B. Truitt Jr., of the 
Delmarva Poultry Industry, 
Inc., commended Dr. Miller for 
seeing the need to redirect agri- 
cultural programs in a chang- 
ing world and for recognizing 
the importance of industry 
input in this redirection 
process. He added that it should 
be recognized that some of the 
problems (enrollment and 
support) have been brought 
about because of the general 
depressed state of the agri- 
cultural economy and the 
adverse publicity given to agri- 
culture in the recent years. ‘All 
the blame should not be placed 
on the current programs at the 
University,’ he commented 

He went on to say, however, 
that DPI does not feel the 
University has attempted to 
recognize the need and to work 
with industry in developing pro- 
grams both to attract under- 
graduate students to the 
University and to develop re-

search programs necessary to

try. ‘We feel it is unportant for 
all commodity groups to work 
together toward unproving pro 
grams in agriculture at the 
University so that the state 
major industry — agriculture 
can continue to grow and return 
to a healthy economic climate, 
he said 

Others testified 
concerned with that grouping 
or pulling together of depart 
ments, that Dr. Miller 
gested in his draft plan. They in 
cluded a representative of the 
Maryland Turfgrass Council, a 
former chairman of the Univer- 
sity’s Department of Agron- 
omy, and the Maryland Soy- 
bean Board. Milton Malkus Jr., 
chairman of the Md. Soybean 
Board, said his group feels it is 
“essential that we have a 
Department of Agronomy at the 
University of Maryland to serve 
us in the future.”’ 

Former Agronomy Depart- 
ment Chairman Dr. Jim Millet 
told the subcommittee that ''To 
help improve enrollment and 
service to students and the 
people of Maryland, programs 
should be implemented in bio 
technology, environmental 
sciences and high-tech areas.’ 
He said these should be offered 
jointly by the College of Agri- 
culture and the College of Life 
Sciences and coordinated by the 
dean, requiring courses from 
departments in both colleges 
This type of arrangement will 
offer the opportunity to in- 
crease enrollment and 
training to students that will be 
needed in many career areas in 
the future,”’ he said These 
programs can be offered with- 
out having to establish another 
layer of administration.” 

Dr. Ray Miller surmmarized 
the enrollment and curriculm 
problems by 
develop the kinds of programs 
we need to prepare students for 
job opportunities in the future 
we will get increased enroll- 
ment.’ He stated that many of 
the programs have not changed 
and adapted as society has 
changed. “If we don't get pro- 
gram changes, then we do have 
serious problems, and we will 
see a drop in enrollment,” he 
concluded 

The Ag Commission's role in 
the reconstruction, according to 
subcommittee member Brauer, 
is advisory only. The subcom 
mittee will review all testimony 
and present a report to the full 
Ag Commission, which will then 
make suggestions. Those sug- 
gestions will be presented to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, who 
will use them if he wishes when 
dealing with the University and 
its Board of Regents 

A separate, but financially 
related, problem being faced by 
the University involves Cooper- 
ative Extension and the Univer- 
sity’s research stations. Severe

Dr. Miller feels that the num- 
ber of research stations 
presently in operation are 
‘more than we need, more than 
we can afford.’ He stated that 
21 Extension positions were 
eliminated last vear at both the 
University and county levels, 
and ‘‘more are coming,” he 
warned. Under consideration is 
the closing of the horse fart in 
Ellicott City and the beef re- 
search farm in Sykesville. Ten 
years ago, Miller said, the 
University approved a plan to 
go to centralized research and 
educational centers. It is hoped 
that this plan can be used to put 
working capital back into the 
University’s programs by 
consolidating facilities 

‘It’s true of all our programs 

we are personnel poor,” 

Miller said. He explained that in 
Extension, the financial ratio is 
92 percent paid as salaries to 
eight percent working capital; 
in teaching, the ratio is the 
same; and in research, it is not 
as high but disproportionately 
high in personnel. ‘We have got 
to have more dollars to 
operate,’’ he said

according to Dr. Craig Oliver. 
Extension director and acting 
director of the experiment 
stations, is the Poplar Hill Re- 
search Station, a row crop re-

LST-786. It was renamed the 
USS Garrett County in May 
1955. The vessel weighed 1,780 
tons, was 328 feet long, 50 feet 
wide, had a draft of 14 feet, one 
inch, and had a top speed of 11.6 
knots. Its original armament in- 
cluded eight 40mm guns and 12 
20mm guns, as well aS various 
small arms in the armory 

During World War II, the 
LST-786 saw duty in the South 
Pacific at Guam, Saipan, Ti- 
nian, Iwo Jima, Okinawa and 
the Philippine Islands. She also 
was active in the liberation of 
the Philippines, the occupation 
of Japan, and the return of 
Japanese prisoners of war from 
China to Japan 

The Garrett County was then 
brought back into service in 
1966 during the Vietnam War to 
serve as a parent ship and 
repair ship for river patrol 
boats and support helicopters 
It remained in the Mekong 
Delta region of South Vietnam 
for four vears, during which 
time it also provided medical 
and other supplies to an or- 
phanage, much of which was 
sent by family members of the 
crew. Corpsmen on board also 
treated hundreds of people at 
the orphanage and in various 
villages. It also played a major 
role in evacuating and treating 
in the Vien Long area which 
was overrun by the enemy in 
February 1968. 

Later that year, the Garrett 
County was called to Saigon and 
selected as the ship of honor for 
the change of command for the 
Commander Naval Forces of 
Vietnam. Admiral Elmo Zum- 
walt took over that post in 
September on the main deck of 
the Garrett County. Other 
dignitaries present were Am- 
bassador Ellsworth Bunker, 
Generals Abrams and 
Westmoreland, the president 
and vice president of South 
Vietnam, and the military at- 
taches of Korea, Australia, and 
Canada 

The Garrett County was turn- 
ed over to the Vietnamese Navy 
in 1971 and, after the fall of 
South Vietnam, was turned over 
to the Philippine Navy 

Among the persons who serv 
ed on the Garrett County were 
Glenn R. Brindel, who was the 
commander of the USS Stark 
that was attacked this spring by 
an Iraqi missile that killed 
some 40 U.S. sailors. Brindel

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A Real Joke 


There has been a nationwide trend recently that 
has us mildly concerned and a bit confused 

Just this past month the American Association 
of University Women (AAUW) announced that it 
voted to approve the acceptance of men into its 
organization. In the past year or so, several all-male 
organizations were forced by court order to allow 
the ee of women into their membership 
The Jaycees were among the first victims of this 
order. 

Where is this going to stop and what is the 
rationale behind such decisions? While we have 
great respect for organizations like AAUW, which do 
much toward improvement of society in general, we 
can’t help feeling that their decision to accept men Is 
ridiculous, if not comical. The name itself - 
American Association of University WOMEN - 
makes the acceptance of men as members a real 
joke 

We likewise believe that the court’s forcing of 
fernale membership into the Jaycees is unfair and 
unfounded 

Now before we incite the feminists out there to 
the point of considering tossing firebombs in the 
editor's office, please read on 

We are all for equality at all levels of society 
between male and female, particularly in the job 
market, in education, and chores around the house 
Females deserve every opportunity, every 
consideration, every ‘‘break’’ that males enjoy. We 
recognize that rather extreme inequality still exists 
in many areas 

However, we do not believe that forcing 
traditionally all-male or all-female organizations to 
accept those of the opposite sex does much to bring 
about equality. One of the joys of creation is the 
simple fact that there are differences (not 
inequality) between men and women. Forced 
mixture of the sexes in civic organizations seems to 
be an attempt to deny this fact, just as quota 
systems in the job market for minorities, in our 
opinion, support the concept of racial prejudice 
rather than erase It. 

The bottom line is, we see nothing wrong with 
all-male and all-female organizations. 

We wonder if other groups, such as the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, the Rainbow 
Girls, and the Girl Scouts of America will some day 
be forced to accept males, while the Sons of the 
American Legion, the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, and the Boy Scouts of America are 
forced to accept females. To us, it is ludicrous, but it

The result of the drought 
will affect the feeding of live- 
stock as well as the cash crop 
itself.”’
